Such is the title of the book from which we' publish 
the following concerning the deer then roaming in 
this State, but which have long since retreated before 
the march of civUizatlon. The bnfialo which once ex¬ 
isted In this State in large numbers, had entirely disap¬ 
peared at that eariy date; 

Deer are more abundant than at the first settlement 
of the county. They Increase, to a oeitain extent, 
with the popnfatlon. T^e reason of this appears to be, 
mat they find protectioif In the neighborhood of man 
from the beasts of prey that assail them in the wilder* 
ness^ud from whose attacks their young psnlcijlarly 


eye penetrates the surrounding shades. On beholding 
a deer, the hunter slides from his horse, and while the 
deer is observing the latter, creens uuon him, keejiing 
the largest trees between himseii and the object of pur¬ 
suit, until be gets near enough to tire. An expert 
wu^sman seldom fails to hit his game. 

Another mode is, to watch at night, in the neighbor- 
Iiood of the salt-licks. These are spots where the earth 
is impregated with saline particles, or where the salt¬ 
water oozes through the soil. Deer and other grazing 
animals frequent such places, and remain for hours 
licking the earth. The hunter secrets himself here, 
either In a thick top of the tree, or, most generally, in 
a screen erected for the purpose, and artfully conceal¬ 
ed, like a masked battery, with logs or green boughs. 
This practice is pursued only in the summer, or early 
in the autumn, in cloudless nights, when the muon 
shines brilliantly, and objects may be readily discover¬ 
ed. At the rising of the moon, or shortly after, the 
deer, having risen from their beds, approach the lick. 
Such places are generally bare of timber, but surround¬ 
ed by it, and as the animal is about to emerge from 
the shade into the clear moonlight, be stops, looks 
cautiously around, and snuffs the air. Then he ad¬ 
vances a few steps, and stops again, smells the ground, 
or r^ses his expanded nostrils, as if he “snuned the 
approach of danger in every tainted breeze." The 
hunter sits motionless, and almost breathless, waiting 
until the animal shall get within rifle-shot, and until its 
position in relation to the hunter and the light, shall be 
favorable, when he fires with an unerring aim. A few 
deer only can be thus killed in one night, and after a 
few ni^ts these timorous animals are driven from the 
haunts which are thus disturbed. 

Many of the frontier people dress deer-skins, and 
make them into pantaloons and hunting-shirts. These 
articles are indispensable to all who have occasion to 
travel in viewing land, or for any other purpose, be¬ 
yond the settlements, as cloth garments, in the shrubs 
and vines, would soon be in strings. 

It is a novel and pleasant sight to a stranger, to see 
deer in flocks of eight, ten, or fifteen in number, feed¬ 
ing on the grass of the prairies? or bounding away at 
the sight of a traveler.

Does any reader of ours know what it is to have been 
frightened—oot startled or scared, but in real down¬ 
right mortal fearf If there are any such, I ask them to 
sympathize with fo^ as they read this sketch. 

Toward the end of the wild fowl season of ’fl7. H- 

and I determined to have another day at the Bnijie and 
duck out at Munsur; so we ordered on our guns to the 
dak bungalow (TOvemment rest-house for travelers), 
and our dogs to the 7th milestone out on the stage road, 
whilst we oetook ourselves early to bed, so as to be 
“Up with the Iirk In the morning," 
and break the back of the Journey before the sun was 
at all fierce—for already In the latter end of February 
the davs were becoming hotter. After our coffee and 


the days were becoming hotter. After our coffee and 
toast, we mounted about 4.80 a. m., and jogged quietly 
along through the crisp balmy air, which old H- 


tainted with the strong odor of a monslrous A’r»e/ii. 
[I for my part never smoke, and cannot imagine how 
others can, not only smoke ordinary tobacco, but relisli 
-nay, crave-the “smack" of the Prichirtopoly che¬ 
root, which is impregnated with saltpetre till it is fit 
to “ bural your head off," as the saying goes.] None 
but those who have experienced it, can imagine the 
delights of a tropical spring morning Just before llie 
starry brightness mellows and suddenly blazes into 
broad day. Not a sound breaks the stillness of the 
frosty air save the far-off munnur of the distant river. 
Jackals and other night prowlers have fed to repletion, 
and are Jogging home in silent satisfaction. Tlie vil¬ 
lage cocks have sounded the “ Bpjiroaeh of day,” ami 
have popped their heads under their wings for their 
last nap. The night-long busy crickets have chirruped 
their Inst monody, and aic nestled under some withered 
leaf or curling piece of hark to shelter from the chilly 
breath of the dying night. The early birds have not 
yet pined their welcoine to the coming day. All nature 
IS still, and the only sound—and that seems to fill ihe 
echoing air—is the clatter of our horses’ hoofs along 
the hard high road. The rich perfume of the now flow¬ 
ering mango trees mlugle with the other odors of floral 
spring to make each inhalation an incensed draught of 
Inc truest elixir. All this we fully drink in until the 
loud challenge of the roosters and the paliojf of the 
sbirry host warn us to canter on. AVtlhout such morn¬ 
ings frail liuinauily could not brace itself to stand Ihe 
melting vigor of Ibe summer heat. 

By the lime it was clearly light we li.id reached our 
dogs, who greeted onr arrival with Juliilunl whines; 
they wanted to be at work. So their blankets were re¬ 
moved, and wc all turned off the road and on to the 
plain to the right of the road, where wc generally found 
something for the dogs to chase. It was not long be¬ 
fore old llajah got'his nose on to the tracks of a Jackal 
in a mellah hard by. This we knew by the sharp bay 
which dre-v all others toward him in nice time to tail 
off after a fine big dog-Jackai, who ran at a tremendous 
puce—but had no chance against the polyars, who 
a|)eedily ran into him, and after a brief yelping on bis 
part laid him out very limp; but wc knew it required 
the knife to let the life out of him, os a jackal will take 
a tremendous amount of tearing and biting, feign 
death, and shortly after the coast is clear get up, give 
himself a shake—^possibly wink in the direction of his 
late tormentors—and sneak off to lick liis wounds and 
ruminate on the accidents of life. We found nothing 
more that morning, and arrived at the bungalow in 
time to have a good breakfast and rest before going 
out for the snipe. 

As the season was almost over, and the birds as wild 
ns hawks, wc wailed for the heat of the sun to make 
them “ lie," determining to beat them up. But we had 

r r sport; every known snijie ground was tried, and 
— had bagged but six birds, without a miss, whilst 
I had five, having let two jack's get away. We now 
had lunch—tiffin we call it out there—under a mango 
grove, and after the usual siesta sallied out again. 

The' big tank at Munsur was swarming with ducks 
and teal, but they were far out of gun-shot. No device 

would bring them within range, so H-went to one 

end below the dam whilst I went up the side about half 
a mile to rouse the birds up with a shot or two from 
my rifle. This I did by'aiming into the thidk of a large 
flock some 200 yards from the shore, and on their rala- 
Ing perceived I had killed a brace. Our plan evidently 

suweeded, for H-got a brace of rights and lefts, as 

he had ffly gun as well as his own. The ducks shortly 
returned' and alighted by their dead brethren, to ^be 
again atarlled off by another ball that settled a third 
bird. TWs was more than the ducks could sUnd, so 

they dispersed to the several smaller tanks in the sur¬ 
rounding neighborhood; H-getting two more shots

The Tolleston Club. 

Having been confined to the Breyoort House for 
most of the time for many months with rheumatism 
and neuralgia, I was glad sometime since to see in 
your paper that you had “gone west,” and finally, had 
permanently settled down at No. 14 South Canal St. 
Tint FreT.i> since its establishment has hovered round 
like a flock of mallards that wish to alight, who always 
survey their ground before they settle down, and do 
not swash down like a foolish teal or wood-duck, with¬ 
out taking a view of the situation. Every migratory 
duck has now a town lot on the Calumet to alight on, 
the past winter having been very favorable for reduc¬ 
ing what remained of acre property into suburban lots 
in that interesting locality lying partly in the north half 
of Indiana and Illinois. 

1 have never yet seen a notice in Tire Field of the 
Tolleston Club, of Chicago, which numbers over one 
hundred members of the best citizens of Chicago, 
which is gradually filling up to two hundred. As it 
does not shoot out of traps in public, but only among 
its members and invited guests on its grounds, a brief 
notice of it may be interesting. The Club owns M 
acres of ground contiguous to the marshes. Upon this 
farm the Club has erected a club house, two stories in 
beigth, with elaborate conveniences for keeping guns, 
ammunition, drying boots and clothes, and for the so¬ 
cial entertainment of u.embers. The house contains a 
large dining room, kitchen, and family room for the 

T^erc are 40 beds, double and si^le, with ^ling 
mattresses. Ladies’parlor, with be<f rooms off. for 
the use of families of members. The furniture is new, 
and kept in good condition. A large, two-story bam, 
ice house, dog kennels, pigeon cots, etc., have also 
bcoD 6r6ct€d« 

The boat house is large and convenient, and contains 
plenty of fishing and hunting boats, oars, paddles, 
horses, wagons, etc. Commutation tickets are issued 
to members by the railroads. The property is worth 
116,000. The marsh is ten miles in lenAh, and a mile 
and a half wide, interspersed with bayous, bow, 
sloughs, etc. In the main channel of the river the fish¬ 
ing Is excellent, pickerel and bass being taken in large 
numbers. The club, like the pioneer Audubon of the 
west, never pull trigger for pecuniary profit.

Such are the general outlines of the 
club which has been formed for quiet enjoyment while 
we are on the Calumet. 

I will relate one or two incidents that occurred there 
in times gone by. The headquarters of the Club when 
in the city was at the “European,” on the comer of 
State and Lake streets, and many a two-horse wagon 
load, heaping full of ducks, geese, etc., used to be de¬ 
posited there. The caterer in meats, wild game, shell 
oysters, etc., if he has ever been equalled, has never 
been excelled in Chicago to the present day. One day 


a party were going down to take a shoot, and our land¬ 
lord, who weighsa heavily, concluded be would go 
along. Having a splendid gun, he was put on the par¬ 
apet of an enormous muskrat house, hid within the 
grass, and the boats—some half dozen in all—proceed¬ 
ed down the river past Sharlon's Point. On coming 
bac^ about eleven o'clock, nothing could be seen of 
our fleshy friend, and we ^t alarmed; but presently a 
moan was heard from the spot where he bad camped 
some five hours before, and sure enough bo had gone 
through that house to terra flrma up to his arm-pits, 
before he had got to the hard pan. A muskrat house 
in the spring of the year when the grass is rotten, out 
of which the habitations are built, is as uncertain as 
the foundation of our government building. But bow 
to get the institution out of the mud and water in¬ 
to one of the small hunting boats was a owslery. Other 
boats coming up, a part of the fleet was dispatched af¬ 
ter cargos of rails, slabs, boards and pries, and after 
hiidglDg over a lamr part of the flotilla, we finally 
succeei^ in rescuing him from his last bunt on the 
Calumet. 

It was in June of the same year that a party went to 
Lake Station to have a fish in deep river and the Calu¬ 
met where they grow. The late Samuel Myers and 
wife were of the party. An unbleached American in- 
hahitant from the aforesaid caravansaiv, much wished 
to go with us, so we took him along. About noon we 
hauled up the boats at the big spnng (where the Joliet 
road crosses deep river) and threw the poles on shore 
in the grass. Frogs bad been the bait. When we had 
got nearly through lunch, the Senegambian asked if he 
could not take a pole and try his luck. Of course this 
was granted, and seizing the butt of a pole that laid in 
the boat he gave it a push, raised the pole, and sure 

enough, he bad the biggest kind of a snake on board, 

who had swallowed the frog, of which they arc so fond. 

Hesitation was death, so he jumped overboard in 
twenty-five feet of water, although he could not swim a 
foot, and the boat rolled over after him. However, he 
was not worth a continental afterwards to attend to 
culinary purposes, such as washing up the dishes, etc. 
It is unnecessary to say that be was Innocent of again 
fishing on the Calumet. 

I see that the Pelicans are destroying many of the 
small fish that have been put into the different lakes 
and ponds for the purpose of stocking the waters. They 
put their enormous bills underhung with their pouches 
into the shallow water, the inside of which are furnish¬ 
ed with a large number of protuberances resembling 
angle worms.

Sporting Notes from Kansas. 

Chetopa, Kan., July 27,1876. 

To The Field; —The game season is fast approach¬ 
ing, and the prospect for good shooting was never bet¬ 
ter. Chickens and quail, good size, and plenty of deer 
are reported to be quite plenty in the Nation, which is 
but a short drive from here. I have not been down 
there this season, owing to the hot weather and flies, 
which are very bad at present. 

Our game law remains as ever, no law at all. I be¬ 
lieve it does prohibit the shooting of old hens for their 
eggs, or snaring them whilst setting, that’s about all. 
Borne of our larmers are making war upon sportsmen 
and ciy out grasshopper! chinch Dug! insects! etc. The 
secret of it is, they are afraid there will be a few chick¬ 
ens shot, which would lessen their chance of capturing 
the half-starved birds next winter in their corn stalk 
trap. 

It'is estimated that 60,000 chickens were shipped 
from this place last season, and at least 86,000 of them 
were trapped, the most of them after January 1. 

Crops of all kinds are good. Wheat is being greatly 
damaged by the extreme wet weather we have had 
sinceTt was cut. 

Potatoes are selling at 80 cents per bushel

A Honey Mwe.— The Ban Bernardino (CaX.) Argvi 
has the following item; Generally when we hear of 
rich strikes it is in the gold or silver line, but this time 
it turns out to be honey, pure and sweet. A few days 
since, as the workmen on the tunnel as Cajon pass 
wore hauling over some rocks they come across a de¬ 
posit of honey, and taking a pole and running it into 
the mountain were surprised to find no bottom. They 
got a long pole, some twenty feet in length, and wen 
unable to touqb bottom with that. Upon withdrawing 
the pole the honey began to run out, and soon luls, 
buckets, and two barrels were filled, and still it flowed. 
Borne parties came in town and loaded up with barrel) 
and pnropose to make a business of it. They put in a 
charge of powder and blew off a portion of the rork, 
which disclosed tons upon tons of honey. Our inform¬ 
ant states that after exploring it from below to where 
the bees were found to enter, it was found to be alwut 
one-fourth of a mile, and it is his opinion that the whole 
cavity is filled with honey. He estimates over 100 tuns 
in sight and believes that 1,000 tons would not be an 
unfair estimate. This immense deposit cannot be 
equaled by any ever found.

Hunting Deeb Iwith a Steamboat.- The Portland 
Oregonian describes an episode on the Fourth of July 
thus; “On the afternoon of the 4th inst., as the steam¬ 
er Maria lAtilkens was on her way from Freeport to 
Kalama, she sighted a deer in the river about a mile 
below the latter place. When first seen be was about 
one-third of the way across, and striking out boldly 
for the Oregon shore. The steamer was beaded for 
him with all baste, and, there being no firearms oe 
board except a small pocket pistol, it was decided to 
try to capture him alive. A noose was made in a rope 
and thrown as the boat approached, but missed the 
game. The deer whirled and made for the Washing¬ 
ton Territory side, which was the nearest, but Capt. 
Huntington turned the little steamer In fine style and 
headed nim off. The chase now became exciting. A 
second time the rope was thrown unsuccessfully, and 
the deer, though making prodigious efforts to reach the 
shore, was a third time overhauled. This time both 
ropes caught on his horns,* and, after a desperate 
struggle, he was hauled on board and securely fastened, 
but one horn was broken off in the struggle. He 
proved to be a 4-year old buck, and in fine condition." 

A Wonderful Cloce. —A marvelous piece of mech¬ 
anism in the way of clocks is desribed in the French 
journals. It is an eight-day instrument, with dead-beat 
escapement maintaining power. It chimes the quar¬ 
ters, plays sixteen tunes, plays throe tunes every twelve 
hours, or will play at any time required. The bands 
go round as follows: one, once a minute; one, once an 
hour; one, once a week; one, once a month; one, once 
a year. It shows the moon’s age; the rising and set¬ 
ting of the sun; the time of high and low water, half 
ebb, and half flood, and, by a beautiful contrivance, 
there is a part which represents the water, which rises 
and falls, lifting seme ships at high water tide as if they 
were in motion, and, as it recedes, leaves these little 
automaton ships dry on the sands. The clock shows 
the hour of the day, day of the week, day of the month, 
month of the year, and in the day of the month there is 
provision made for the long and short months. It shows 
the signs of the zodiac; It strikes or not, chimes or not, 
as may be desired; and it has the equation table, show¬ 
ing the difference of clock and sun every day in the 
year. _ _ _ 

Game ON the Yellowstone. —The late expedition up 
the Yellowstone river, must have been extremely in¬ 
teresting.

Imported vs. native Dogs. 

The history of every attempt at reformation bM been 
marked by opposition from two classes—the one honcst- 
W^ttwhed to and believing In fee old tenente and doc- 
trines the ether avariciously makteg this a source of 
pecunWy or other profit. The present 



Bportlng fraternity cling to native dogs, and denounce 
foreign Mtters and pointers as Inferior to these for work 
in this country. Some little cause for this prejudice 
has 1 admit, been given by the extravagant e^res- 
sloDS of the owners of the new strains, who in their ad¬ 
miration for their favorites, declare all native bred dom 
more mongrels and curs, unworthy of a spo^man s 
notice This is such manifest and great injustice that 
it reacw upon the authors, and by exciting men’s anger 
closes their ears to argument and their eyes to obvious 
facts, which could hardly fall to convince them In cool* 

er moments. , 

In the course of my experience extending over neariy 
a quarter of a century, 1 have both owned and seen 
many native dogs that on gamt could hold their own 
against any dogs in the world, and if to their working 
qualities there had joined the power to beget offspring 
as good as themselves, I for one would never have Mnt 
across the ocean for stock for my Kennel. But here 
was just where he trouble lay; these dogs, like nearly all 
of our natives, were of such mixed blood that they 
could not be depended on to produce good.descendants, 
since the black drop in their veins was just as likely to 
show itself as the blue. They were, undoubtedly, far 
superior themselves to a majority of their own line, ex¬ 
ceptions to the general rule, and as such, like did not 
beget like in field work. Breeding from selected spec¬ 
imens has never, I think, been tried to any extent in 
this country; indeed our whole system has been faulty 
and careless in the extreme. Two dogs of known ex¬ 
cellence in the field, have been coupled without any re¬ 
gard to tlieir adaptation to each other, and so instead 
of remedying bad faults of form, disposition or style, 

they both frequently gave these to their offspring^ which 

thus inheriting them in a double degree, exhibited all 
the vices of their parents and none of their virtues. The 
best field dog 1 ever saw was the worst in the stud, 
never gelling a decent pup. I know it is claimed that 
there are strains in the country both pure and good, 
and that these always maintain their prestige, but al¬ 
lowing for the sake of argument that this is so, let me 
ask how many such strains there are, and how far their 
get will go towards providing the great mass of sports¬ 
men with good do^f It must be evident that far the 
larger nuniwr of sportsmen must possess inferior ani¬ 
mals, since even with the bluest blood, poor specimens 
appear in every litter both here and abroad, though its 
proportion of each is much smaller than where pure 
blood is not present to lend its refining influence. 

The great difference between individuals of the same 
litter cannot be appreciated except by men who breed 
extensively, raise a majority of their whelps to an ap 
when their qualities show themselves. I have bred lit¬ 
ters from good working dogs on both sides, and had 
but one, or at most, two good pups in the entire lot 
when they arrived at maturity. Two dogs of the same 
blood may be owned in the same locality—one does 
well in the field, the other nothing—the excuse is, that 
the latter animal has not been as well broken as the 
former. This may of course bo true; but I have found 
that there is not so groat a difference in the ability of 
individual sportsmen to train their dogs as there is in 
the qualities displayed by the dogs themselves. My 
experience has taught me that a good native dog 
is as good as the best of any blood formwork alone; 

but from our hop-hazard manner of breeding, it is im¬ 
possible to depend upon any animal to impress his own 
qualities upon his produce, and not to turn out a set of 
dullards, hence such stock is unreliable in the extreme, 
and practically worthless for breeding purposes. 

“ Blood will tell," is an aphorism founded upon expe¬ 
rience. We see it demonstrated in horses, in cattle, in 
sheep, even in swine. Is it reasonable to suppose, 
then, that dogs form a sole exception to this rule? It 
cannot be a matter of doubt, that dogs imported from 
the noted kennels of England, possess a refinement of 
blood beyond anything we have here, since English 
breeders have for years pursued a system which has 
brought their dogs up, just as a similar course has de¬ 
veloped other races. To be noted among such kennels 
Is of itself proof positive of excellence, as such a repu¬ 
tation can be won only by repeatedly proven superior¬ 
ly In public trials- 

It is in the matter of field performance that the oppo¬ 
nents of imported dogs make their strongest points. 
In this connection, let me ask, wherein are Imported 
dogs inferior? A writer in a contemporary claims that 
they are too wild and fast for New England, lacking 
caution for woodland game birds. Now wildness and 
excessive speed are only proofs of bad breaking, for a 
dog under proper control has been taught to pay such 
close attention to his master that he can be checked at 
once, even if his own knowledge does not show him 
what pace to take in order to gain points and avoid 
flushing. If a man cannot handle his dog, it is his own 
fault and not the animal's, A high, strong, bold dispo¬ 
sition may make a dog hard to break; but every practi¬ 
cal sportsman will admit that such a dog once brought 
well m hand Is worth a dozen nerveless, poking brutes, 
without ambition enough to half do their task. 

Other objectors argue that the coats of English dogs 
are too flne and long for our climate, and their skins 
too thin and delicate for our cover, with a host of simi¬ 
lar evils. As an offset, we know that all attempts to 
introduce animals of one country Into another, have 
shown that they have become acclimatized. Nature 
changes their physical attributes to suit their comfort 
In their new home; so that any objestlon to their stylo 


of coat, if valid now, will soon be done away with. I 
have seen representatives of pure English strains a-ork- 
ed in the tangled canebreaas of New England, with 
the thermometer at the nineties, yet sa wno indications 
of suffering from heavy coats that was not fullj^qual- 
ed by native dogs. I have aeon them, too, in Decen^ 
ber force their way through frost-hardened briers and 
snow-laid laurels side by side with some of the beat 
native dogs I ever shot over—the game, ruffed House, 
that wildest of all our woodland birds, requiring the 
extreme of caution, yet for endurance, caution and 
thorough working qualities, I could make no choice 
between the dogs. 

Still another class of opponents say, if your import¬ 
ed dogs are so good why do you not show them, and beat 
our dogs?'* This is a question easily and fairly answer¬ 
ed, viz: a great n^jority of the fine imported dogs 
were broken Dofora leaving Cngland, und consequently 
know nothing of either our gams or manner of hunt¬ 
ing, they cannot therefore be expected to equal our na¬ 
tive dogs on their own game, till they have bad time in

which to gain experience. Many gentlemen put their 
dogs at once into their breeding Kennels, and so have 
allowed them no chance for field work; it will therefore 
require at least the present season before these dogs 
can be fairly tried. There arc, however, some young 
dogs, from first Utters bred here, which according to re¬ 
port, are doing as well as native dogs of the same age. 
Nor do these reports come from the owners who might 
bo prejudiced in their dog’s behalf*, on the contrary, they 
come irom all quarters, and some strong opponents of 
foreign dogs have been converted by the work shown 
by these youngsters. It is really to the coming gener¬ 
ations, that we must look for a solution of the problem, 
whether English dogs are adapted to the wants of 
American sportsmen. This is because it always tAkes 
time for any transplanted race to become naturalized, 
and to overcome the eflfecls of new surroundings, and 
influences, to which it has never been subjected. The 
coming generations ore also fairer teats of the matter, 
since they will grow up under the same management 
as our native dogs, and acquire their first knowledge of 
gaifie from the varieties which will be hereafter their ob¬ 
jects of pursuit. I have no hesitation in declaring it 
my opinion, that dogs manifest always a preference to 
the kind of game they are broken on, and never appear 
to so great advantage on anyother. This is a good reason 
why dogs bred in this country from imported_ stock, 
should surpass their parents in our fields, and this l am 
confident will prove the case. The question of adap¬ 
tation to our work cannot in my opinion be fairly set¬ 
tled under two years, including the present season; but 
if at the end of that brief period, importers shall have 
introduced a race of dogs, fully equal to our natives for 
work, and far more rcliablo as breeders, from their 
purer blood, the sportsmen of this country need not 
complain at the delay. All the importers ask mean¬ 
time is patience, and kindly, sensible criticism, not pre¬ 
judice, while they are striving to show that the rule of 
blood which has never failed elsewhere, holds equally 
good when applied to dogs. If they succeed the whole 
country will be benefited; when they have failed after 
a fair trial, then it will be time to denounce imiiortccl 
doga as inferior to natives. Aknold Buuoks. 


Should Horses Wear Blinders? 

This is still a mooted question among horsemen. The 
following from a foreign paper makes some good points 
on the negative aide: , . , • 

We never could see what vice or deformity lay in a 
horse's eye, that should make it necessary to cover it up 
and shut out its owner from at least two-thirds of his 
rightful field of vision. The poets say that old age looks 
backward; but we never heard such an idiosyncrasy 
charged upon the horses. The theory that a horse is 
less apt to be frightened when shutout from everything 
behind him, wc suspect to be a fallacy, else saddle- 
horses and war-horses would be duly blinded. Every 
horse is as familiar with his own carriage as with his 
own tail, and, as far os his “personal" fortitude is con¬ 
cerned, is no more disturbed at being pursued by one 
than by the other. As for other scare crows that come 
behind, they are mostly so familiar to ihc animal, that 
the more fully the horse can perceive them, the more 
quietly does he submit to their approach. 
such a pity to cover up one of the most brilliant fea¬ 
tures of this most brilliant creature. The borec liw 
borne such a hand in the civilization of this rough-and- 
lumhlc world, that it seems not so much a cruelty ua a 
disconrtesy, as well as a disgrace to hide his form with 
embarrassing toggery. No wonder w'c estimate the 
force in the world os horse-power; no wonder the 
Romans and the Germans, each in their own languages, 
designated their aristocracy as riders; no wonder their 
descendants made chivalry a synonym for their highest 
virtues. Let the horse be given his duCj and unblindcd. 
The check-rein is another nuisance in hamess-vvciy 
which has almost entirely dUappearod from England, 
the army having at last given it up by order of the com- 
mander-ln-chiei.

Krom Fanciers' JonmsI. 

Fresh Water Fishing. 

Id the last arlide having given a dlscription of the 
outfit necessary for the angler, I shall proceed to men¬ 
tion the fish found in fresh water, which afl'ord sport, 
with hints about their taking, etc. 

ROACa. 

This greedy litlc fish delicts in clear, deep, slow run¬ 
ning water. Near the edge of a sand-bank or in the 
shadow of a bridge is the most likely place to find them. 
For eating they are poor, the flesh being soft and in¬ 
sipid; though early in the spring it is firmer and better 
tasted. They will eagerly bite at most any bait, but 
bread paste (made by moistening bread crumbs and 
working them into a paste) is the best; cotton is often 
mixed with the paste to make it harder to tear from the 
hook, but what it gains in strength it loses in attrac¬ 
tiveness, aa the fish will not bite at it near as rapidly 
when so made, ^metimes roach will bite savagely at 
bread-paste for a while, and then suddenly cease. If 
the bait be changed to red-paste (bread-paste colored 
with vermilion) they will begin biting again. Small 
sized hooks and lines arc used for roach fishing; a bent 
pin with a linen thread line and a willow switch is the 
tackle successfully used by the country urchins for 
catching this needless little fish. 

wmTE PEKCn. 

These frequent rivers and small streams, nc ir sluices 
and in the shadow of willows, congregatibg in deep 
holes. They are a plucky fish, taking the bait savage¬ 
ly, and aftordiug tine sport. While fishing for porch, it 
five minutes after dropping your hook you do not get a 
bite, you may move to another place, feeling positive 
that there are no perch there, or that they do not feel 
disposed to take the bait, for usually on perceiving the 
bait they immediately take hold. 

A small hook on a leader of silk, worm-gut, and a 
slender line, should be used for perch fisbmg. They 
may be caught from the shore with a rod, or from a 
boat with a bottom line. The bow-line made by join¬ 
ing two pieces of whalebone in the shape of an invert¬ 
ed v (-^), with .a leader at each extremity of the arms, 
and a sinker near the angle of the letter, is much used 
for perch-fishing. The movement of the current keeps 
the bait in continued motion, so as to resemble a live 
bait. Worms, small minnows, clams, musclca, crabs, 
crickets and slirimps are all excellent bait for porch, 
the latter being the best. Where the fresh water min¬ 
gles with the salt, in the small creeks about that vicin¬ 
ity, large perch arc caught, varying from a fourth of a 
pound to two pounds in weight. 

Yellow perch abound in ponds and ditches, and may 
bo captured with worms. 

SUN Fisn. 

Though these lazy little fish do not grow to a great 
size, yet by some they arc esteemed as a subject for 
the frying-pan. They arc found in clear streams, in 
the shadow of trees, or amid the water grass. In ponds 
they deliglit to remain motionless, a few yards from a 
steep bank, A slender rod and a line, armed with small 
hook and baited with angle worms or flics, arc ail that 
is necessary to catch them. K. S. U. 


Stairs for Wood. —A green stain-^takc three pints 
strong Wnegar, four ounces best verdigris ground tine, 
one-half ounce sap green; thoroughly mix these tngre- 
dienU. A purple stain—take one pound of chipped 
logwood, three quarts water, four ounces pcariMh, and 
two ounces powdered indigo, A cherry 8tnm--take 
three quarts rain water, four ounces annotlo; lioil in a 
copper kettle till the annotto is dissolved, then put m a 
piece of potash the size of a walnut. Keep the mixture 
over the fire half an hour longer, and then it may be 
bottled for use. A mahogany stain—wash the wood 
with diluted nitric acid (ten parts of water to one of 
nitric acid). For rosewood, glaze the same with car¬ 
mine or Munich lake. Asphaltum, thinned with tur¬ 
pentine, forms an excellent mahogany color for new 
work. A blue stain—dissovle copper fillings in aqua¬ 
fortis; brush the wood with it, and then go over the 
work with a hot solution of pcarlash (two ounces to one 
I pint of water) till it assumes a perfectly blue color. 


Hood Advice to Fishcriiicn. 

First—Find out it there arc any fish in the river to 
which you are going; if so, get some one who knows 
the water to show you where the fish lie; and when he 
' shows them to you, don’t show yourself to them. 

' Second—Don’t imagine if the fish docs not d:irt away, 
that he does not sqe you; on the contrary he is very 
likely devoting his whole attention to you, and prepar¬ 
ing to start the moment danger is imminent. 

Third—If you are fishing with a fly and yon pass it 
nearly three times around him and he refuses it you 
need not wait any longer for he has seen your line o 
invitation and refuses to come. 

Fourth—It you are above a fish when you hook him, 
get below him os soon as you can; for if you pull him 
one instant against the stream and he is a heavy fish, he 
will break his hold. 

Fifth-Never throw a long line if a short one will 
answer as well. 

Sixth—Never mind what may be said about “playing 
your fish until he is tired;” put him in your basket as 
soon aa possible. 

Seventh—Remember that all depends upon the way 
you begin your acquaintance. If you can prevail upon 
a fish to go down the stream a little way with you, you 
will afterwards have no difllculty in persuading him to 
lot you have tlic pleasure of his company to dinner.

Andrew Johnson. 

Andrew Johnson, ex-President of the United Slates, 
died in Tennessee, on Saturday morning, July 31, of 
paralysis, at the age of 67. He was bom in Raleigh, 
N. C., 1808. His father being too poor to give him a 
common school education, at the age of ten he was ap¬ 
prenticed to a tailor, with whom he remained until 
1824, when he took his departure to Laurens, same State, 
working as a journeyman tailor for two years. In 
1826 he left for Tennessee, and settled at Greenville, 
where he ojicned business for himself and got married. 
At this time he could no more, than barely read. His 
young wife taught him how to write and cipher, and 
assisted him in laying the foundation of an education, 
which in after years brought him into notice and pop¬ 
ularity. 

His erst oftlce was that of Alderman, followed by 
that of Mayor, Legislator and Congressman, in all of 
which positions he was a prominent actor, winning 
hosts of friends among the workingmen, whose inter¬ 
ests he espoused with more than ordinary warmth and 
ability. In 1858 the Democrats elected him Governor 
of Tennessee, and re-elcted him in 1857. In the same 
year he was chosen to represent that State in the United 
States Senate for six years. 

He was a staunch Democrat until the breaking out 
of the war, when he declared himself in favor of the 
party that was opposed to secession, and for the pres¬ 
ervation of the Union at whatever cost. For this course 
he was condemned in unmeasured terms by the hot¬ 
headed secessionists of Tennessee, as well as of the en¬ 
tire South, many of whom threatened to take his life 
should he return home. He not only returned to Tenn¬ 
essee, but was appointed Military Governor of that 
State in 1862, and made his headquarters at Nashville. 
He immediately issued a series of proclamations an¬ 
nouncing retaliatory measures on all outrages commit¬ 
ted againt union men, which by the aid of the union 
army he was able to carry into effect, and thereby keep 
the rebels in awe. 

In 1864 he received the nomination by the Republi¬ 
can party for Vice-President of the United States on 
the ticket headed by Abraham Lincoln, and elected. 
Owing to one of the most lamentable calamities that 
ever befel the country—the assassmation of the great 
and good Lincoln—he was, in April, 1865, called to fill 
the chief position of the nation. The war had just 
closed, and this was a very trying time in the history 
of the country, demanding the utmost circumspection 
and the wisest statesmanship that could bo brought to 
the helm. 

It is not unnatural that the best minds in the country 
should disagree as to the best policy to be pursued in 
settling the diWcnlties then existing between the two 
sections of the country. Mr. Johnson believed in pur¬ 
suing a conciliatory course and exercising great leni¬ 
ency in treating with those who had just laid down 
their arms. The majority of the Republican party did 
not think so, and thus the President and the Republi¬ 
cans, became arrayed against each other. Andrew 
Johnson, believing that he was right, refused to yield 
to the demands of the Republican Congress, notwith¬ 
standing the threats of impeachment and the abuse of 
almost the entire Republican press in the country. 
Probably there never was a President that had such 
abusive epithets applied to him as did he who now 
sleeps the last sleep beneath the soil of his adopted 
Slate, yet his great courage and indomitable energy 
never deserted him. The feeling was so bitter against 


him that he barely escaped impeachment, yet he never 
swerved from doing what he considered his duty. 

For sometime after his term of office as President of 
tbe United States had expired he lived in retirement at 
bis homo in Greenville, Tennessee, seeking neither no¬ 
tice nor office. But bis was not the nature that could 
remain quiet for a very great length of time, especially 
after the anathemas to which be bad been subjected, 
and, 08 he thought,-so unjustly too. Bo he announced 
himself as a candidate for United States Senator from 
his State, but was defeated. Undaunted, he waited 
patiently till tho next opportunity arrived, which was 
last winter, when be again' preibnted himself as a can¬ 
didate, this time being successful. He took his seat in 
the Senate Chamber on tbe fourth of March last, where 
he was warmly received by members of both parties, 
many of whom had fought him bitterly during tbe time 
that he resided in the “White House." 

Time has worked a wonderful change in the minds 
of the people of this country towards the subject of our 
sketch, many, if not a majority of whom, are beginning 
to think that he was right in the conciliatory measures 
which be so strongly advocated in treating with tbe 
Soulb. 

The above is but a short epitome of the eventful life 
of a man whose name will be banded down to posterity 
as one of the shining lights of tbe American Republic. 
From the humblest station in life he rose to the most 
exalted in the nation. Sequieseal in pact.

a matter of a short time. A sufficient number of names 
of prominent men in the city have already been enrolled 
to give the organization character and respectability. 
The committees that were appointed comprise gentle¬ 
men of high standing, and of the right material to carry 
matters along successfully till more complete organiza¬ 
tion is effected. All of them have the success of the 
project at heart and will exert themselves to their ut¬ 
most to hasten matters to successful issue. 

A call will be issued next week by the men who have 
enrolled their names for that purpose, to hold a general 
meeting, at which doubtless complete organization will 
be effected. 

Now that we are pretty certain of a long range rifle 
club, it behooves every one joining, to give the subject 
his best attention and support, and with such united 
action as proper organization can give, the success of 
the rifle range will be beyond peradventure. 

Regular practice with the best arms, such as our lead¬ 
ing manufacturers furnish will soon bring us to the 
front, and place us in rank and file with either Creed- 
moor or Irish riflemen. Recent experiments have 
proven that we have the material, which if properly 
handled will compete favorably with the best. Messrs. 
Fulton and Bodine of the Creedmoor team have volun¬ 
teered to come out here and render services in instruct¬ 
ing and initiating us in the art and practice of long 
range shooting. 

Prizes to be shot for are already spoken of, and 
doubtless soon after organization is effected and some 
practice indulged in, prizes will be offered by newspa¬ 
pers, manufactureis and our cilizens. 

Tbe success achieved by our American riflemen 
abroad, and the many watches and prizes recently shot 
for in Great Britain, have attracted a great deal of at¬ 
tention, and much interest is felt by our citizens, and 
we will be launched at once on the see of public favor 
and good will. 

It looks now as though we were to have a repetition 
of the Beecher-Tllton nastiness. Judge Morris, attor¬ 
ney for Theodore Ti\ton, has served a notice on Mr, 
Beecher’s lawyers to prepare for another trial in Sep¬ 
tember. Mr. T. has waived’ the question of damages, 
and will try the case on the question at issue. He 
claims that the new trial will be quite brief; also that 
he will produce some new witnesses who will give more 
positive testimony than was given at the former trial. 
It is also rumored that Moulton will attempt to have 
Beecher Indicted for perjury.

However, it would be 
almost too much to invite an audience for a third time 
without some other kind of attraction to accompany it. 

Ii is almost a constant accompaniment of open inde¬ 
pendent dispositions like O'Leary, to have in them a 
large proportion, of what the French call entetement, 
which is a mental quality, absolutely essential to sue 
cess, only it requires to be possessed in a still larger dc 
gree by his trainer. • Perhaps some ofour renders who 
are not acquainted with the excessive amount of trmn 
ing which some of our athletes undergo, may not per¬ 
ceive the necessity of a trainer for an intelligent man who 
sots it before him to make a certain distance in a cer¬ 
tain time. But the testimony of men is against such p 
supposition, and we have no hesitation in saying that 
Mr. O’Leary will find that if he intends to achieve hon¬ 
ors as a pedestrian, he will find a trainer almost as es¬ 
sential to success as his own extraordinary powers of 
endurance; and then if he succeeds in finding a good 
one, it will be necessary for him to submit himself, as 
far as diet and physical training is concerned, to his 
complete control. We should like the champion walk¬ 
er to hail from Chicago, and we doubt not that O Leary, 
from his general build and physical endurance, would 
rank well for any such contest in long distances, but 
unless great care is taken, he will reap, instead of the 
honors ho seeks, a shattered constitut ion. 

In our glances at the Comte JfoTtfftly we are forced 
to confess that in our estimation of the relative value 
of agencies and institutions we have hitherto given the 
serious Institutions of our land too great an amount of 
our approbation. Every sensible medical practitioner 
will tell us that we caimot overrate the value of a little 
diversion, and with many person's who are so obsti¬ 
nately affected with the blues the Comic Monthly must 
be a salutary dose, whilst to the man who believes in 
the old adage of a little preventive being better than 
cure, these periodical visits must be regarded of con 
sidcrable hygienic value. Nor is it alone on the indi 
vidual health that our comic friends produce their ben 
eflcial effects. There are certain impositions which in¬ 
fest society, which can scarcely be dealt with by serious 
argument, and yet which do a serious amount of damage.

The “Creedmoor" Rjnse In Ohioaco. 

On last Tuesday afternoon a meeting of the projec¬ 
tors of the long rifle range was held in the club rooms 
of the Sherman House. There was a good attendance, 
including some prominent citizens of Chicago, also a 
few “crock” amateur marksmen. 

The meeting was organized by calling Judge Bradwell 
to the chair, with Mr. Sexton as Secretary. Mr. Black- 
mer then rose and stated that the meeting was called 
for the purpose of taking the initiatory steps toward 
the formation of a long range rifle club in this city. A 
number of gentlemen who are interested in this depart¬ 
ment of sportsmanship had for a number of weeks been 
exercising their skill at odd times In the country, the 
sport had been greatly enjoyed and had excited a great 
deal of interest among marksmen generally. The fact 
had already been demonstrated that there was material 
here for a long range rifle club, which might in time 
hope to compete with the old and famous organizations 
of the east. Mr. Blackmer introduced to the meeting 
Mr. H. W. S. Cleveland, the author of Cleveland's 
“Rifle Shooting,” and also of several articles on this 
subject, published some years since in The Atlantic 
Monthly. 

Mr. Cleveland, who is experienced in the organiza¬ 
tion of rifle clubs, gave the meeting the benefit of a 
number of suggestions oo the best methods of perfect¬ 
ing an organization of the kind. He believed that the 
country was greatly Indebted to the amateur rifle clubs 
of the east, who had furnished a large proportion of 
the sharpshooting soldiers during the war. He had just 
received from Col. Wingate, of the Creedmoor Club, a 
copy of their constitution and by-laws, and other infor¬ 
mation that would be of value in organizing a local club. 
Ho had conversed with a number of prominent gentle 
men of the city, among whom were Qen. Webster, Gen. 
McClurg, Geo. Bross, Murray Nelson, and others, who 
had expressed their hearty approval of the project, and 
had promised to do what they could to insure its sue- 

^^^The best course for the meeting to take, he thought, 
was to issue a call for a general meeting, subscribed 
with the names of the distinguished men who had of 
fered their support. At this general meeting a constitu 
tion and by-laws might be formed, and a committee 
selected to secure a range, targeu, and the other tackle. 

He had been informed by Mr. Sid way, one of the 
South Park commissioners, that the club would, in all 
probability, be allowed the use'of a portion of the park 
along the lake shore for a range, if it was desired, until 
the building of the lake-shore drive, a project which 
would probably not be consummated for a year or so. 

Upon motion of Mr. W. R. Roney, a committee con 
sisling of Messrs. Blackmer, Alford and Cleveland was 
appointed to secure the names of persons of promin¬ 
ence in the city interested in rifle shooting, who would.
